COUNTRY HOUSE’ PIRES IN ° 


“THE STRANGE, RUN: OF THEM. - 


Nine or ten country houiés' have been 
destroyed by. ‘fire in England” since. the 
beginning of the year: The recent annals 
of insurance may be searched in vain for 
such a seties of country house fires withia 
so short s period, says the Daily Mail 
which proceeds to sayt—~ cl, 

Tt is natura) that the rapid recitrrence 
of these fros should cause anxiety. The 
loss of fine old houses, many of which 
contuin art’ treasures, is a series matter 
to the nation. ‘It is truo that not all thu 


} houses which have recently been destroy- 


ed are architecturally’ interesting and 
beautiful, and in some of them thé con- 


tents have been ‘of no special esthetic 


value, But the total number of-old houses 
is limited, and' the casualties among them 
of recent years have been peculiarly heavy. 
Tho far-fetched ‘suggestion has’. begti: 
mado that these fires are the work of 
plotting Communists. Of evidence in 
support of this theory there ig so 
at all, nor can it be consider : 
probable, The more reasonable view is 
that the fires are due to the. general. in-. 
troduction of- modern amenities, such asi 
central heating, ‘into old hous... 
One probable cause is a defective flue 
or an old beam. in the chimney. When 
centrnl heating is. introduced, . the intense 
heat yhich is generated is dangerous 
where the brick or stone work is cot in 
good condition. 
another well-known source of rink, and yet 
another is to be found in unswept or too: 
rarely swept chimneys.: ed = 
It is to be feared that merciless taxa- 
tion has’he!lped to increase the tumber of 
fires in country residences. 
on the owners are:such that many of them 
are. no longer able to keep’ their houses in 
erfect order or’ to refit them with thr 
atest safety appliances. They have. to 
jog.along and put.up with what they have. 
‘Again, the dificylty of obtaining servants 
is such that in many country houses shift 
has.to be made with inadequate bouse- 
hold staffs. and ‘the thoroygh supervision 
and attention which ‘would prevent. fires 
are impossible. 
In-the old days: most country houses had 


their own, small fire brigades, but, possibly 


because of the growing poverty of the 
owners, such brigades are rarer now. 
They “could never be regarded as giving 
perfeet security, as a fire brigade, to br 
efficient, requires to “be constantly drilled 
and exercised, so that its applances are 
kept well up to the mark. Otherwise 
there is risk of finding: at the critical 
moment that the hose has perished or the 
engine has broken: down. There is usually, 
too, difficulty -in obtaining, an adequate 
supply of water, * ,

df the tempo is raised to 52 only’ the most 
agile‘of the experts can keep to the, fox- 
trot rhythm, and if the speed is further. 
increased it becomes useless to attempt“a 
fox-trot. At» the present time the aver- 
age speed is nearly G0—the correct tempo 
not vf the fox-trot but of the one-step. 

‘As ‘long as bands’ play at this speed 
only three courses are open. The first ig 
to do a “quick-trot,” invented by the 
teachers when the craze for apeed began. 
This is o very limited dance, consisting of 
the old chaas¢é movement, sideway steps 
and foot twisting.. Only a very few of the 
experts can dance. it well; the attempts of 


the average dancer are a most unpleasing’ 


spectacles s a . 

Most. good ‘dancers who can fox-trot, 
waltz, ‘and tango when the tempo of the 
music allows them to: do so. know too 
much to murder’ the fox-trot by rushing, 
and so are forced to dance o one-step, 
which is the obvious way tointerpret a 
fox-trot played at one-step tempo. They 
at any rate achieve a neat and controlled 
dance movement, but the, one-step allows 
no variujion in its monotonous rhythm.
